House Holds An All Day Session in 
Order to Prorogue This 
Afternoon. 


The legislature fer the first time 
this session met this forenoon and 
rémfined through the hoon hour 


without adjournment, in order that a 
prorogi(tion mizWt be reached  he- 
fore night It is expected that the 


Lieutenant Governor will prorogue 
the House about five o'clock 

The big feature of today’s con- 
tinuous session was the introduction 
of the schedule to the redistribution 
bill This «chedule, defining the 
thirty-nine constituencies of the pro- 
vinee, was agreed upon by the special 
committee, composed of Frank Wal- 
ker, Victoria; Maleolm MeKenz'e, 
Macleod; A. J. Robertson, High 
River, and Cornelius Heibert, Dids- 
bury—two government members and 
two opposition Hon. C. W. Cross 


presided but did not take part in the 
discussion. The redistribution was 
unanimousiy agreed upon and all the 
members signed the schedule 
Forty-one Members in New House. 
The redistribution provides for the 
addition of 16 seats, making 41 mem- 
bers in all The new seats north of

London, Feb. 24.—Among the thirty 
or more snfftagettes arrested this 
evening were Mrs, Pethick Lawrence ; 
Lady Constance Lytton, sister of Lord 
Lytton and daughter of a former vice- 
rey of India; Miss Stratford Dugdale, 
daughter of Commander Dugdale, and 
cousin of Hon. Wm, R. W. Peele, who 
was elected yesterday in a bye-¢ 
tion as a member of the House of 
Commons for Taunton; Mrs, Daisy Sol- 
emon, daughter of the ex-premier of 
Cape Colony, and Mra, Catherine 
Elizabeth Corbett, an aristocratic sup- 
porter of the sufragette movement. 

The high social position of anany 
who ire taking part in the movement 
makes action against them more and 
more embarrassing to the government. 
Both sides were well prepared for to- 
night's attempt of the suffragettes to 
force Aiemselves on -Premiér Asquith, 
who ‘declined by letter yesterday to 
reeeive the deputation. The women 
held “parliament” in Caxton hall avd 
a number of them st arted on “danger 
duty” led by Mrs. Lawrence. 


Change in Tactics. 

The police abandoned former tactics 
of barring the approach to’ the House 
of Commons and adopted the new 
plan of breaking up the procession 
close to Caxton Hall. They permit« 
ted the suffragettes to proceed simply 
by coupies escorted by small. parties 
of spectators. So the women had not 
much chance to raise a disturbance, 
Although they were allowed to get 
close to parliament, the police “kept 
them moving and nane were allowed 
to enter the btilding. ‘Finally Mrs. 
Lawrence, the Jeader, and several 
others were arrested. 

The news caused. much excitement 
in Caxton Hall. Mrs. Solomen vol- 
untecred to lead a second deputation 
to the house. This met the same fate 
but provoked more street. scenes and 
a much larger number of arrests. A 
third deputation started from the hall 
but this time the destination was 
Brooks elub, where the Premier was 
dining. 

Break Un Procession at Palace. 

Near St. James palace a large foree 
of polices descended upon the proces- 
stoy, compelling it to break ranks and 
more arrests were made. Only two 
or three of the women reached the 
doors of the club, where they were 
stopped by the police «nd sent away. 

Tonight’s «lemonstration was not 
marked by the roughness and -vio- 
lenee witnessed on some other oeea- 
sions, but the women declared their 
intention to adopt more forcible meth- 
ods, All the expeditions were given 
musical honors, when they set forth 
the band playing the ‘'Marscillaise.” 
The ‘women who ‘were arrested were 
locked up for the night and will be

As Regards Manchuria—u. Ss.

Washington, D-C., Feb. 225—The 
hand of Ohina, upheld by the state 
department, is seen by the diplomatic 
world here in the protests, made ins 
dependently by Great Britain and the 
United States, against Russia’s indi- 
cation of exercising more than its 
tights under its lease in the govern- 
ment gnd conduct of the railroad and 
municipality, at Harvin.

The heavy 
shoes, given to him at the peniten- 
tiary, were his undoing, for, although 
he had divested himsel of wearing ap- 
parel, he could not manage to remove 
them. He was finally saved from cer- 
tain death by « Central New Jersey 
ferry boat, taken to a hospital and 
later returned to prison 

In 1901 Baerléeben attended Heidel- 
borg University, Germany, There he 
#o seriously injured a fellow student 
in a duel it is said he lad to leave. 
He travelled to Yokohama and thence 
to Honolulu. Then he went to Cali- 
fornia and abont two years ago came 
here. He was convicted of petty lar- 
ceny. aid of contempt of court and 
sentenced to nine months in the pen-

BANISHED BY THE KAISER, 


German Baron Related to the Ger- 
man Emperor Dies in Texas. 


Galveston, Tex., Feb. 25.—A man 
about 47 years of ege and claiming to 
be Baron Fritz Ernest Von Thielma, 
and believed to be related to Kaiser 
Wilhelm, of Germany, dicd near Shep- 
pard, Texas, yesterday, For several 
years he has lived almost the life of 
a hermit on a fifty acre farm.

No papers were 
found in his house after dea for he 
had disposed of many effects and pa- 
pers before death claimed him. He 
received money from Germany, al- 
weys had tunds and was very liberal 


and charitable, but neither farmend 
nor followed any profession. He had 
been in this country about fifteen 


years, six of which he spent in San 
Jacinto county, where he died. He 
was highly edueated, speaking five 
languages.

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Land 
Regulations. 
AXY person who is the sole head of a 
family, om any male over 18 years old, 
may homestead a quarter-section (160 
acres, more or less) of available Domin- 
ion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta, The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Ageroy or 
Sub-Agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions, xy father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister of in- 
tending homesteader. 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at leort 60 acres. solely owned and 
occupied by him or py hie father, moth- 
er, son, daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
cultivate fifty acres extra, 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre 
emption may teke a purchased home 
stead in certain districts, Price $3.00 per 
acro, Purchased tomesteads may be ao- 
quired on any available lands on either 
odd or even numbered Sections South of 
township 45, East of the Calgary and 
Edmonton Railway and the West line of 
range 26, and West of the third Meridian 
and the Sault Railway line.
